JURIBOiCTION OVER 
BEHRING SEA 
WILL BE ARBITRATED. 


Gil. Hartley Talks Po lities. 


N ew York , March 28.—The Tele­ 
gram says that G. G. Hartley, a pro m­ 
inent citizen, business inau and re­ 
publican po litician o f Duluth, Minn., 
and also o ne o f the pro prieto rs o f the 
Daily News, o f that city, is sto pping 
at the Fifth aveuue ho tel. 
Mr. Hart­ 
ley tho ught the Fanners’ Alliance had 
lo st gro und greatly because o f its 
bro ken pro mises o f last fall, when the 
farmers were given to understand by 
a circular fro m that bo dy that wheat 
wo uld go up to $ 1.50 a bushel if they 
held o ut fo r it, whereas they co uld 
have o btained 96 cents a bushel, and 
lo st heavily by no t selling at that 
pries. 
Later they were chagrined to 
see wheat do wn to 85, and are co nse­ 
quently disgusted with the Alliance 
managers. 
Mr. Hartley tho ught that 
the republicans wo uld regain their 
lo st gro und next fall and elect their 
state ticket by fro m 20,000 to 30,000 
majo rity.

If there is anything which wo uld 
naturally set the co untry peo ple to 
thiuking o f the best metho ds fo r the 
impro vement o f the average co untry 
ro ads, the o ccasio n and the favo rable 
co nditio ns fo r such tho ught have cer­ 
tainly presented themselves during the 
present winter, says the Western 
Rural. Of late aa embargo has been 
practically put upo n the mo vement o f 
pro duce and o ther teaming has been 
at an end fo r so me time thro ugho ut 
the greater part o f the co untry. 
Per­ 
manent ro ads and streets sho uld be 
the mo tto hencefo rth. 
By the use o f the available material 
and the mo dern pro cesses* o f ro ad 
co nstructio n and fo r the manufacture 
o f durable pro duct fo r ro ad ballast 
and co nstructio n, permanent ro ads 
may be co mmenced and extended un­ 
til the ro ad bo und thraldo m o f the 
pro ducers might be thro wn o ff. 
The 
lo ss to the co untry at large, during 
these perio ds o f trade suspensio n, is 
very great and were the lo st time in­ 
vested in ro ad making the co untry 
wo uld so o n be redeemed fro m its 
■lo ugh o f despo nd. The labo r already 
extended in wo rk which at best can 
o nly be tempo rary is a great waste o f 
time and energy which if put into 
permanent wo rk wo uld result in last­ 
ing future benefits. 
The average 
state debt at the present time is do ubt­ 
less co mparatively small so that any 
o f them might, to the advantage o f 
the general public, appro priate large 
funds fo r ro ad making, appro priating 
to any to wnship a sum equal to the 
expenditures o f the lo cal investment 
By this means a steady advance might 
be made and the tax wo uld be so even­ 
ly distributed that the burden wo uld 
no t be left. 
Cities and to wns sho uld 
help to build the co untry ro ads, and 
the so o ner legislatio n is directed to 
that end, the better fo r all co ncerned.

W ashington 
, March 30.— The treaty 
convention p roviding for arbitration in 
the settlement of the differences be­ 
tween G reat Britain and the United 
States over the jurisdiction of Behriag 
sea was ratified by the senate by an 
unanimous vote. 
The secret session 
which resulted m the ratification lasted 
two hoars. 
Shortly after the door* 
were closed a call of the senate was 
ordered mid an unusually large number 
of senators answered to their names, 
the num ber being increased to seventy- 
two when tiie vote on the tr eaty was 
taken. 
Tht‘re was some general discus­ 
sion conoerniikg the p erfection of the 
treaty and Mr. Sherman 
announced 
that the p rop ositions made by souie sen­ 
ators at p revious sessions that the arbi­ 
tration p rocaedhngs should be conduct­ 
ed in English had mot with a favorable 
resp onse from Lord Salisbury. 
After 
Mr. Sherman made this statem ent the 
treaty was amended so that English 
should be the language used in con­ 
ducting the p roceedings. 
Thera was also some discussion over 
article 11 of the treaty, which p rovides 
that “ the decision of the tribunal shall, 
if p ossible, be made w ithin three months 
from the close of the argu m ent on both 
sides.” Several senators thou ght the 
time allowed the arbitrators for decis­ 
ion should be longer awl as there was 
no objection to this the time was ex ­ 
tended to four mouths. 
After a discussion over this p oint and 
some others of m inor imp ortance the 
treaty was 
ratified 
without fu rther 
change by a yea aod nay vote, and reso­ 
lutions informing the p resident of its 
ratification and recsoving the injunction 
of secrecy from the vote were adop ted.

THE TREATY. 


Question# to B# Saba# itt# d to th# Arbi­ 
trators for H stll« a« # t 
The Behring sea arbitratio n treaty o r 
co nventio n was signed in Waakingtuti o a 
Feb. 29 last by J ames G. Blaine o n the 
part o f the United Staten and J ulian 
Pauo cefo te o n the part o f Great Britain. 
It was sent to the senate in co ufidecur* o n 
the ftth inst. 
The treaty pro vide* that the 
Behring sea co ntro versy shall he submit­ 
ted to a tribunal o f arbitratio n, to be co m 
po eed o f seven arbit ralo re—the preaitlent 
o f the United States and her Britannic 
majesty to name two each, aud the presi­ 
dent o f France, the kinj( o f Italy and tne 
king o f Sweden anil No rway to name o ne 
each. Arbitrato rs are to Ire distinguished 
jurists in their respective co untries, and 
the treaty pro vides tha£ they shall meet 
In Paris within twenty days after the de­ 
livery o f the co o nter-caae, o r what might 
be called evidence in rebuttal 
All questio ns to be co nsidered by the 
tribunal, including the final decisio n, are 
So be determined by a majo rity o f the ar­ 
bitrato rs. 
Five questio ns are to be sub­ 
mitted. 
Three are: 
First—What exclusive jurisdictio n in 
the sea no w kno wn as the Behring i 
and what exclusive rights in the seal fish 
cries therein, did Kusaia assert and exer 
ci.se prio r and up to the time o f the cesrio n 
o f Alaska to the United State** 
Second—Ho w far were these claims o f 
jurisdictio n a,« to the seal fisheries reco g 
nixed and co nceded by Great Britain* 
Third—Was the bo dy o f water no w 
kno wn as Behring sea, included in the 
phra*e “ Pacific < icean,” an used in the 
treaty o f 1H25, between Great Britain aud 
Russia, aud what right*, if any, in the 
Behring sea were held and exclusively

“ In rep ly to your telegram of the 23d 
inst., notice has been given to owners of 
ship s sailing for Behring sea that agree­ 
ments at p resent under discussion, as to 
arbitration and as to an 
immediate 
arrangement, may affect the liberty of 
sailing in Behring sea. 
There has been 
notice of their liability to i>ossible inter­ 
rup tion, and they will sail subject to 
that notice. 
The question of time is 
not therefore urgent.

ratified there will arise a new state of 
things. 
U ntil it is ratified our conduct 
is governed by the language of your 
note of Ju ne 14, 1890.

Tea Million Hnahels of Stacked Wheat 
Lost la th* Red River Valley. 
Crookston 
, Minn., March 30.—The 
time has com* when one can estimate 
the damage done to the wheat crop of 
last year by reason of the inability of 
farmers to thresh before winter set in. 
In the Red River valley, both in Minne­ 
sota and Dakota, there are large areas 
where the wheat is in stack and limited 
areas where the same is in shock. 
The 
gram in shock is already given up , so 
far as m arketable wheat is concerned, 
and the stacked is in little, if any, bet­ 
ter condition. 
The farmers say that 
the great storms and the ex treme cold 
has filled the stacks to th* center with 
snow and ice; that there is no p ortion 
of the stacks free from ice and frost in 
sufficient quantities to thoroughly wet 
and soak the grain when it melts. 
Everyone seems satisfied that as soon as 
the weather gets warm all these stacks 
will heat and the grain be destroyed. 
At least 10,000,000 bushels in the Red 
River valley must be counted as lost.

GU. Hartley Talks Polities. 


N ew Y ork, March 28.—The Tele 
gram says that G. G. Hartley, a prom 
inent citizen, business mao and re­ 
publican politician of Duluth, Minn., 
and also one of the proprietors of the 
Daily News, of that city, is stopping 
at the Fifth aveuue hotel. Mr. Hart­ 
ley thought the Fanners’ Alliance had 
lost ground greatly because of its 
broken promises of last fall, when the 
farmers were given to understand by 
a circular from that body that wheat 
would go up to 11.50 a bushel if they 
held out for it, whereas they could 
have obtained 96 cento a bushel, and 
lost heavily by not selling at that 
price. 
Later they were chagrined to 
800 wheat down to 85, and are conse­ 
quently disgusted with the Alliance 
managers.

Permanent Streets and Roads. 
If there is Anything which would 
naturally set tho country people to 
thinking of the best methods for the 
improvement of the average country 
roads, the occasion and the favorable 
conditions for such thought have cer­ 
tainly presented themselves during the 
present winter, says the Western 
Rural. Of late aa embargo has been 
practically put upon the movement of 
produce and other teaming has been 
at an end for some time throughout 
the greater part of the country. 
Per­ 
manent roads and streets should be 
the motto henceforth. 
By the use of the available material 
and the modern processesa of road 
construction and for the mannfacture 
of dura hi “i product for road ballast 
and construction, permanent roads 
may be commenced and extended un­ 
til the road bound thraldom of the 
producers might be thrown off. 
The 
loss to the country at large, during 
these periods of trade suspension, is 
very great and were the lost time in­ 
vested in road making tho country 
would soon be redeemed from its 
slough of despond. The labor already 
extended in work which at best can 
only be temporary is a great waste of 
time and energy which if pat into 
permanent work would result in last­ 
ing future benefits. 
The average 
state debt at tho present timeisdoubt- 
less comparatively small so that any 
of them might, to the advantage of 
the general public, appropriate large 
funds for road making, appropriating 
to any township a sum equal to the 
expenditures of the local investment 
By this means a steady advance might 
be made and tho tax would be so even­ 
ly distributed that the burden would 
not be left. 
Cities and towns should 
help to build the country roads, and 
the sooner legislation is directed to 
that end, the better for all concerned.

W ashington, March 80.—The treaty 
eonventioa providing for arbitration in 
the settlem ent o f the differences be­ 
tween G reat Britain and the United 
State* over the jurisdiction of Behring 
sea wee ratified by the senate by an 
unanimous vote. 
The secret session 
which resulted in the ratification lasted 
two hoars. 
Shortly after the doors 
were closed a call of the senate was 
ordered a n d an nnusnally large number 
of senators answered to their names, 
the num ber being increased to seventy- 
two when tile vote on the treaty was 
taken. 
There was some general discus­ 
sion concerning the perfection of the 
treaty and Mr. Gherman announced 
that the propositions made by some sen­ 
ators at previous sessions that the arbi­ 
tration proceedings should be conduct­ 
ed in English had met with a favorable 
response from Lord Salisbury. 
After 
Mr. Sherman made this statem ent the 
treaty was amended so that English 
should be the language used in con­ 
ducting the proceedings. 
There was also some discussion over 
article ll of the treaty, which provides 
that “the decision of the tribunal shall, 
if possible, be made within three months 
from the close of the argum ent on both 
sides.” Several senators thought the 
time allowed the arbitrators for decis­ 
ion should be longer aud as there was 
no objection to this the time wee ex 
tended to four months. 
After a discussion over this point and 
some others of m inor importance the 
treaty was ratified 
w ithout further 
change by a yea and nay vote, and reso­ 
lutions informing the president of its 
ratification and removing the injunction 
of secrecy from the vote were adopted.

Ten M illion B u sh els of Stacked W heat 
Lost in th* Red R iver V alley. 
Crookston, Minn., March 30.—The 
time has come when one can estimate 
the damage done to the wheat crop of 
last year by reason of the inability of 
farmers to thresh before winter set in 
In the Red River valley, both in Minne­ 
sota and Dakota, there are large areas 
where the wheat is in stack and limited 
areas where the same is in shock. 
The 
grain in shock is already given up, so 
far as m arketable wheat is concerned 
and the stacked is in little, if any, bet­ 
ter condition. 
The farmers gay that 
the great storms and the extreme cold 
has filled the stacks to the center with 
snow and ice; that there is no portion 
of the stacks free from ice and frost in 
sufficient quantities to thoroughly wet 
and soak the grain when it melts. 
Everyone seeing satisfied that as soon as 
the weather gets warm all these stacks 
will heat and the grain be destroyed 
At least 10,000,000 bushels in the Red 
River valley must be counted as lost.

A nsw er from Salisbury to th e P resid ent's 
Last Note. 
London, March 28.—Lord Salisbury, 
under date of March 20, replied as fol 
lows to Sir Julian Pauncefote, in re­ 
sponse 
to 
Mr. 
W harton’s 
note of 
March 22: 
“ In reply to your telegram of the 23d 
inst., notice has been given to owners of 
ships sailing for Behring sea that agree­ 
ments at present under discussion, as to 
arbitration and as to an 
immediate 
arrangem ent, may affect the liberty of 
sailing in Behring sea. 
There has been 
notice of their liability to possible inter­ 
ruption, and they will sail subject to 
that notice. 
The question of time is 
not therefore urgent. 
Inform the presi­ 
dent that when the treaty has been 
ratified there will arise a new state of 
things. 
U ntil it is ratified our conduct 
ie governed by the language of your 
note of Jane 14, 1890. 
But when it is 
ratified both parties m ust adm it that 
contingent rights have become vested in 
the other which both desire to protect. 
IWe think that the prohibition of seal­ 
ing, if it stands alone, will be unjust to 
British sealers if the decision of the ar­ 
bitrators should be adverse to the United 
Ste tee.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 


S k etch af th * K v en tta l C areer of W a lt 
W h itm a n . 
It is with regret that the world hears of 
the “Good Gray Poet’s” death. 
His con­ 
temporaries were not always kind to him. 
The critics “cut him up" With their pens, 
but the sturdy old man never deigned a 
reply or a defense. 
Ills chief crimes in th? eyes of his opjK>- 
nents were his utter lack of convention­ 
ality, his use of word*- n t iften k:> ’.nded 
in “ears jiolite," and bU total disregard of 
the laws of versifying. 
But Whitman 
calmly ignored the onslaughts made on 
him and insisted that he had merely in­ 
augurated a new st vie. 
Until within a few years his works have 
not 
been 
highly 
appreilated 
in this 
country, though in England from the first 
he has been regarded as a poetic genius. 
Nevertheles, his proudest boast has been 
his Americanism. 
"My tongue, every atom of my blood, 
formed from this soil. this air. 
Born here 
of parents born here, from parent- the 
same, ami parents the same," is his boast 
in one of his composition*. And there are 
few Americans who had a greater right 
to be proud of their Ames icani-m. for his 
family on both sides tdinted back over 
nearly 'HIO years' resident* in the New 
World. His father came of English stock 
and his mother of Dutch, her maiden 
name being Yan Yelsor. 
He was born a 
farmer's son at West Hills, L. I., on May 
31, 1819, and received a common school 
education, partly at his birthplace anil 
partly in Brooklyn. 
Subsequently he 
entered a job office in the later city and 
learned the trade of printer, to which he 
clung with more or less regularity for 
some years. 
Incidentally, however, he interspersed 
his typesetting with school teaching and 
literary work. 
He edited several Brook­ 
lyn palier* for short periods, among others 
The Freeman and Eagle. 
“ L ea v es o f G ra ss.” 
Early in 1855 he issued the first edition 
of “leaves of Grass.” The contents of t his 
singular book were neither verse nor 
prose, but a series of ejaculations and 
aphorisms present ing many original ideas, 
and appealing to the common feelings of 
mind in favor of the natural enjoyment of 
life, the exercise of the active powers of 
mind and body and the frank reception of 
wholesome influences. 
\ t first the critics did not notice the 
work, either to praise or condemn. They 
ignored it entirely. 
In a few months, 
however, a copy fell into the hands of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. 
He wrote a let­ 
ter (from which a quotation is made 
above) to Whitman praising the work in 
the most unrestrained manner. 
This let­ 
ter was published shortly after its receipt, 
aud at once attracted the attention of the 
reviewers to the book which they hail en­ 
tirely overlooked before. On all sides the 
work was condemned, and in Boston and 
other cities it wa* declared unfit for circu­ 
lation in the public libraries became of its 
alleged immoral tone. 
But Whitman defied all his censors, and 
between other writings continued to make 
the “Ireaves of Grass” his special work. In 
1856 he published a second edition of the 
work, and four years later a third, fol 
lowed between the years 1867 and 18*2 by 
five otiier editions, and in 1889 by the last 
and ninth, with the final authentic text. 
All of Whitman’s readers agree that on 
this work his fame will rest. 
H is W ar E x p er ie n c e. 
The jieriod of the poet's life most prolific 
of experience and suggestions for stirring 
verse was certainly that from 1862 to 1865. 
In the former year he went to the front as 
rn volunteer nurse, and until hostilities 
ceased between the North and South he 
remained at his post. 
He personally at­ 
tended nearly 100,000 wounded soldiers of 
both sides, and his tender sympathy eased 
the last days of many a jioor fellow, who, 
but for him, would have died friendless. 
His ceaseless labors in field and hospi­ 
tal afterwards told on him, producing the 
disease from winch he died. During all 
his active life in the war he managed to 
do sufficient writing to support himself, 
and on the occasion of Lincoln's death he 
brought out the famous O Captain! My 
Captain!” which 
is probably the l>esfc 
known of all his writings.

HOW TO KEEP CIGARS FRESH. 


Som a S im p le M ethod s T hat S m o k ­ 
er# 
o f 
Fine 
T o b a c c o 
Should 
K now. 
"There are many men who, though 
inveterate smokers, will not buy their 
cigars by the box," said the propri­ 
etor of a Park row cigar store the 
other day to a New York Mail and 
Expressman. 
"Why don’t they? Well, I find the 
reason offered the most frequently is 
that the cigars become dry before the 
box is emptied. Cigars will dry in a 
few days so much as to be unpleas­ 
ant to the cultivated taste, if care is 
not taken to prevent them. The first 
two rows will taste good, but*the last 
two are so different in taste th at the 
purchaser sometimes thinks lie ha 9 
been cheated. 
"There are various ways to prevent 
this*. Cigar store keepers put a damp 
sponged) the show case. 
Hut, of 
course, this is not practicable in cases 
where but a single box is kept for 
home consumption. J*ut cigars can 
be kept properly moist and pleasant j 
a t home with but littlecare. One way, i 
and not a bad way, either, is to cut 
an|app!e in four parts, remove enough 
cigars to make a hole big enough to 
put one quarter in and then keep the 
lid of the box closed, except when it 
must be opened to get at the cigars. 
The piece of apple will dry gradually, 
and the tobacco will absorb the moist­ 
ure it throws off. One quarter of an 
apple will keep a single box of cigars 
moist till they are gone. 
"Hut this method is likely to give a 
peculiar flavor to the cigars—not' an 
unpleasant flavor, but foreign enough 
to mar the enjoyment of delicate to ­ 
bacco. 
“A simple way is to put a box of 
cigars away in some closet. 
If you 
have one next to an air shaft it will 
do. 
Keep the box there, removing 
the cigars as you want them. They 
will not become dry, but remain fair­ 
ly moist so long as they last. 
"But a way better than either of 
these is to put the box in the refriger­ 
ator? Yes. Theres no danger 
of 
their freezing. You needn’t put them 
on the ice, but in the lower part of the 
refrigerator. There will he just enough 
dampness to keepthem moist and not 
enough to make them wet. If you 
keep the cover of the cigar box closed 
no taint from meat or vegetables or j 
anything else that may be in there 
will lie found in the cigars. Try it, 
and if after following my directions 
you find it unsuccessful, tell me so and 
I’ll make you a pre ent of a box of 
Manuel Garcias.”

Yi'.ier. In Persia there is 110 law and 
no t a single co u rt o f ju stice. No enter- 
is po ssible. No o ne dare o wn 
th a t he is rich. The rich bu ry their 
wealth. They are seized, to rtu red, 
impriso ned; in many cases they die 
witho u t rev ealing their treasu re. 
“All th a t is respectable in persia 
stands alo o f, go es into exile, o r hides 
away to escajie the into lerable deg­ 
radatio n and misery o f the times. A

H ow to Ma ke a H ot B ed, 
A co rrespo ndent to the 
Kansas 
Farm er says th a t to make a ho t bed, 
it is best to excav ate a place to the 
depth o f o ne spade, and the size o f the 
bed, which is u su ally six by twelv e 
feet. Hau l fresh ho rse manu re, th a t 
which has nev er went thro u gh fermen­ 
tatio n, o r been rained o n; u nlo ad be­ 
side the intended bed, making a co m­ 
po st heap. 
In a few days it will sho w7 
fermentatio n, then make the bed, by 
scattering the m anu re ev enly in the 
pit and tram ping it v ery co mpac t, to 
th edep th o t 12 to 18 inches; then 
make a frame o f go o d bo ards, let the 
fro nt o r so u th bo ard be 12 inches 
wide, and the hack o r no rth bo ard 
14 inches, This will giv e tfie sash 
abo u t the right pitch. 
By u sing 
12-fo o t 
timber 
and 
six 
feet 
fo r the ends, three 
sashes 
fo u r 
feet wide will ju st co v er it. After the 
irame is pu t o n squ are, pu t in abo u t 
six o r eight inches o f go o d garden so il. 
W ith this sho u ld he mixed so me o ld 
and ro tten manu re, so it will no t 
bake; pu t o n the sash and examine in 
a few days as to the am o u nt o f heat. 
After the mo st v io lent heat has passed 
o ff, and the tem peratu re has go ne to 
abo u t 00 degrees, then it is ready fo r 
planting. If radishes and lettu ce are 
to he planted frequ ent airing o n warm 
da>'s is necessary. To m ato es, ¡>eppers 
and egg plants need mo re heat. Cab­ 
bage needs abo u t the same treatm ent 
as lettu ce. W atering mu st he attend­ 
ed to whenev er the so il appears to he 
getting dry, bu t the mo st attentio n 
sho u ld he giv en to airing to prev ent 
the plants fro m drawing u p and get­ 
ting shaky 
o r 
spindling. 
At the 
apro ach o f night, the beds mu st he 
co v ered with ho ards o r straw , o r the 
co ld will penetrate thro u gh the gla*« s 
and kill the plants. 


A N ew C lov er T ru th .

We 
adv ised him to reso w his field next 
March as so o n as the gro u nd was dry, 
plo w u p a co rner o f his o rchard, h ar­ 
ro w it fine and so w part o f his field 
with this fine dirt as if he was so wing

cro p to cro p fo r a t least fo u r years. 
Scabby o r disease bearing seed tu bers 
can and will u nder o rdinary circu m­ 
stances pro du ce a diseased cro p. Bu t 
by so aking the seed tu bers befo re 
planting in chemical so lu tio ns enabled 
him to raise an u ndispo sed pro du ct 
fro m the scabbiest o f seed where the 
gro u nd was kno wn to he free fro m 
the disease. Seed tu bers free fro m 
the disease germs will in any so il, 
clay, sand o r mu ck raise an u ndis­ 
ensed pro du ce, pro v ided o nly th at the 
so ils themselv es are free o f the dis­ 
ease.

W a rts on H or s e s. 
W arts o n ho rses m aybe remo v ed in 
v ario u s ways, the metho d cho sen de- 
pends u po n the size, fo rm and situ ­ 
atio n o f the wart. Small warts, o r

If near the eyes, u se 
nitrate o f silv er,

cau stics. 
In o ther situ atio ns, a mo re 
po werfu l cau stic 
may he u sed, as

If a pro per ro tatio n is pu rsu ed o r­ 
dinary farm cro ps can he gro wn in­ 
definitely where o nly mineral ferti­ 
lizers, chiefly pho sphate, are applied 
directly to the so il. This ro tatio n in­ 
clu des frequ ent applicatio ns o f clo v er 
as green manu re. It has been tried 
o n land rich in mineral plant fo o d fo r 
many years witho u t decreasing the 
cro p o f grain. 
It wo u ld no t do fo r 
gro wing co rn, 
po tato es o r garden 
v egetables. 
In ali 
o f these 
clo v er 
alo ne is to o slo w a manu re, bu t fo r 
wheat o n land rich in pho sphate the 
biennial clo v er cro p has been fo u nd 
su fficient. 
Bu t fo r the great m ajo rity o f farm ­ 
ers specu latio ns as to what can he 
do ne with mineral manu res alo ne 
hav e no practical v alu e. They are 
mo re expensiv e than the su pplies o f 
nitro gen and mineral m atter th at can 
he made by carefu l feeding o f the best 
sto ck. 
It beho o v es ev ery farmei to 
make accu rate experiments so as to 
determine the co st o f his stable ma­ 
nu re, and if it co sts mo re than min­ 
eral fertilizers to either change his 
sto ck o r place mo re reliance o n ferti­ 
lizers with clo v er.

A Calf Feeding Experiment. 
An experiment at the Iowa Experi­ 
ment Station indicated that 
A ration of skim milk and ground 
flaxseed co rn pa reft favorably with a 
new milk ration for young calves. 
The larger gain came from the whole 
milk but a part of it was partly due 
to the individuality of the calves and 
good results and a thrifty growth 
were made on skim milk and ground 
flax seed. 
The skim milk calves were interrupt­ 
ed less iii their growth by weaning 
than the whole milk calves. 
A saving in value of butter fat alone 
of $1.11 per month on each calf was 
effected by substituting the ground 
flax seed. The cost cf producing a 
pound of gain (estimating new milk at

Besides being a good thing 
as an investment it would furnish em 
ployment for hundreds of hands dor 
ing the picking season, and the farm 
ere would reap a benefit by raising 
the garden stuff, in fact if there was 
a market for cucumbers in thie city 
and the farmers could contract for 
from two to five acres each it would 
ba th# best crop that coaid be raised.

Permanent Streets and Roads. 
If there is anything which would 
naturally set the country people to 
thinking of the best methods for the 
improvement of the average country 
road#, the occasion and the favorable 
conditions for such thought have cer­ 
tainly presented themselves during the 
present winter, 
says the Western 
iural. 
Of late aa embargo ha# been 
practically put upon the movement of 
produce and other teaming has been 
at an end for some time throughout 
the greater pari of the country. 
Per­ 
manent roads and streets should be 
the motto henceforth. 
By the use of the available material 
and the modern processes# of road 
construction and for the manufacture 
of durable product for road ballast 
and construction, permanent roads 
may be commenced and extended un­ 
til the road bound thraldom of the 
producers might be thrown off. 
The 
oss to the country at large, during 
these [>eriods of trade suspension, is 
very great and were the lost time in­ 
vested in road making the country 
would soon be redeemed from its 
slough of despond. The labor already 
extended in work which at best can 
only be temporary is a great waste of 
time and energy which if put into 
permanent work would result in last­ 
ing future benefits. 
The average 
state debt at the present time is doubt­ 
less comparatively small so that any 
of them might, to the advantage of 
the general public, appropriate large 
funds for road making, appropriating 
to any township a sum equal to the 
expenditures of the local investment 
By this means a steady advance might 
be made and the tax would be so even­ 
ly distributed that the burden would 
not be left. 
Cities and towns should 
help to build the country roads, and 
the sooner legislation is directed to 
that end, the better for all concerned.

Soldiers Disabled Since the War Are

W a sh in g to n, March 30.—The treaty 
convention providing for arbitration in 
the settlem ent of the differences be­ 
tween Greet Britain and the United 
State# over the jurisdiction of Behring 
sea wa# ratified by the senate by an 
an&nimous vote. 
The secret session 
which resulted in the ratification lasted 
two hours. 
Shortly after the doors 
were closed a call of the senate was 
ordered and an unusually large number 
of senators answered to their names, 
the number being increased to seventy- 
two when tlie vote on the treaty was 
taken. 
There was some general discus­ 
sion concerning the perfection of the 
treaty and Mr. 
Sherman 
announced 
that the profiositions made by some sen­ 
ators at previous sessions that the arbi­ 
tration procee<iings should be conduct­ 
ed in English had met with a favorable 
response from Lord Salisbury. 
After 
Mr. Sherman made thas statem ent the 
treaty was amended so that English 
should be the language used in con­ 
ducting tbe proceedings. 
There was also som e discussion over 
article 11 of the treaty, which provides 
that “ the decision of the tribunal shall, 
if possible, be made w ithin three months 
from the close of the argum ent on both 
sides.” 
Several senators thought the 
tim e allowed the arbitrators for decis­ 
ion should be longer and as there was 
no objection to this the tim e was ex ­ 
tended to fear mouths. 
After a discussion over this point and 
some others of minor importance the 
treaty was 
ratified 
w ithout farther 
change by a yea aod nay vote, and reso­ 
lutions informing the president of ite 
ratification and rem oving tbe injunction 
of secrecy from tbe vote were adopted.

As an alternative course

But W hitm an

U ntil w ithin a few year- his w orks have 
uot 
been 
highly 
appre; iuted 
in this , 
country, th o u g h in E ngland from the first ' 
he has beeu regarded tv* a jioetic genius. 
N evertheles, his proudest I mast has been 
his A m ericanism . 
**My tongue, every atom of my blood, 
form ed from th is soil, this air. 
B orn here 
of p aren ts born here, from parents the 
H&tne, and p aren ts the sam e,” is his boast 
in one of his com positions. 
A nd there are 
few A m ericans w ho had a g reater rig h t 
to lie proud of th e ir A m ericanism , for his 
fam ily on both sides counted back over 
nearly 3ii0 years’ residence in th e New 
W orld. 
H is fath er caine of English stock 
and his m other of D utch, her m aiden 
nam e being Van V elsor. 
He w as l*»rn a 
farm er’s son a t W est H ills, L. I,, on May 
31, 1819, and received a com m on school 
education, p artly at his birthplace and 
p artly in B rooklyn. 
S ubsequently 
he 
entered a job office in the later city and 
learned the trad e of printer, to w hich he 
clung w ith m ore or less reg u larity for 
some years. 
Incidentally, however, he interspersed 
his ty p esettin g w ith school teaching and 
literary w ork. 
He edited several B rook­ 
lyn pai>ens for short periods, am ong others 
The Freem an and Eagle. 
“ L e a v e n o f G r a n * . ” 
E arly in 1855 he issued th e first editiou 
of “Leaves of G rass." The cont en ts of th is 
sin g u lar book were neither verse nor 
prose, but a series of ejaculations and 
aphorism s presenting m any original ideas, 
and appealing to th e com m on feelings of 
m ind iu favor of the n a tu ra l enjoym ent of 
life, the exercise of the active powers of 
m ind and l>ody and the frauk reception of 
wholesom e influences. 
A t first the critics did not notice the 
w ork, eith er to prai-e or condem n. 
They 
ignored it entirely. 
In a few m ouths, 
however, a copy fell into th e hands of 
R alph W aldo Em erson. 
He w rote a let­ 
te r (from 
w hich a quotation is m ade 
above) to W h itm an praising the w ork in 
the m ost u n restrained m anner. 
T his let­ 
te r w as published shortly a fter its receipt, 
aud a t once attra c ted th e attention of the 
review ers to the book w hich they luwl en ­ 
tirely overlooked liefore. 
On all sides the 
w ork w as condem ned, and in Boston and 
oth er cities it w as declared unfit for circu­ 
lation in the public libraries beeau.-'e of its 
alleged im m oral tone. 
B u t W h itm an defil'd all his censors, and 
betw een other w ritings continued to m ake 
the ‘‘leav e s of G rass” his special w ork. In 
1856 he published a second edition of tlie 
work, an d four years later a third, fol 
lowed lietweeu the years 1*67 and 1 **2 by 
five other editions, and in 1**9 bv the last 
and n in th , w ith the final auth en tic text. 
A ll of W h itm a n ’s readers agree th a t on 
th is w ork his fam e w ill rest. 
II i« W a r E x p e r ie n c e . 
The jieriod of the poet’s life m ost prolific 
of experience and suggestions for stirrin g 
verse w as certainly th a t from 1862 to 1865. 
In the form er year he w ent to th e front as 
e volunteer nurse, and u n til hostilities 
ceased betw een the N orth and S outh he 
rem ained a t his post. 
He personally a t­ 
tended nearly 100,000 w ounded soldiers of 
both sides, and his tender sym pathy eased 
the last days of m any a |>oor fellow, who, 
but for him , w ould have died friendless. 
H is ceaseless labors in field and hospi­ 
ta l afterw ards told on him , producing the 
disease from w hich he died. 
D uring all 
his active life iu the w ar he m anaged to 
do sufficient w ritin g to support him self, 
aud on the occasion of L incoln's death he 
b ro u g h t o u t th e fam ous "O C aptain! My 
C aptain!” w hich 
is probably the best 
know n of all his w ritings.

“There are many men who, though 
inveterate smokers, will not buy their 
cigars by the box,” said the propri­ 
etor of a Park row cigftr store the 
other day to a New York Mail and 
Expressman. 
“ Why don’t they? 
Well, I find the 
reason offered the m ost frequently is 
that the cigars become dry before the 
box is emptied. Cigars will dry in a 
few days so much as to be unpleas­ 
ant to the cultivated taste, if care is 
not taken to prevent them. 
The first 
two rows will taste good, butahe last 
two are so different in taste that the 
purchaser som etim es thinks he lias 
been cheated. 
“There are various ways to prevent 
this. Cigar store keepers put a damp 
sponge in the show case. 
Hut, of 
course, this is not practicable in cases 
where but a single box is kept for 
home consum ption. 
Hut cigars can 
be kept properly m oist and pleasant 
at home with but littlecare. One way, 
and not a bad way, either, is to cut 
an|apple in four parts, remove enough 
cigars to make a hole big enough to 
put one quarter in and then keep the 
lid of the box closed, except when it 
must be opened to get at the cigars. 
The piece of apple will dry gradually, j 
and the tobacco will absorb the m oist­ 
ure it throws off. 
Or e quarter of an 
apple will keep a single box of cigars 
moist till they are gone. 
“Hut this method is likely to give a 
peculiar flavor to the cigars—not an 
unpleasant flavor, but foreign enough 
to mar the enjoyment of delicate to ­ 
bacco. 
“A simple way is to put a box of 
r igars away in some closet. 
If yon 
have one next to an air shaft it will 
do. 
Keep the box there, 
removing 
t he cigars as you want them. 
They 
will not become dry, but remain fair­ 
ly moist so long as they last. 
“ But a wav lietter than either of 
these is to put the box in the refriger­ 
ator? 
Yes. There’s no danger 
of 
their freezing. 
You needn’t put them 
on the ice,but in the lower part of the 
refrigerator. There will be just enough 
dampness to keepthem moist and not 
enough to make them wet. 
If you 
keep the cover of the cigar box dosed 
no taint from meat or vegetables or 
anything else that may be in there 
will be found in the cigars. 
Try it, 
and if after following my directions 
you find it unsuccessful, tell me so and 
I ’ll make you a pre ent of a box of 
Manuel G arcias.”

H o w t o M a k e a H o t Bed, 
A correspondent to the 
Kansas 
Farmer says that to make a hot bed, 
it is best to excavate a place to the 
depth of one spade, and the size of the 
bed, which is usually six by twelve 
feet. Haul fresh horse manure, that 
which has never went through fermen­ 
tation, or been rained on; unload be­ 
side the intended bed, making a com­ 
post heap. 
In a few days it will show 
fermentation, then make the bed, by 
scattering the manure evenly in the 
pit and tramping it very compact, to 
the depth of 12 to 18 inches; then 
make a frame of good boards, let the 
front or south board be 12 inches 
wide, and the back or north board 
14 inches, This will give the sash 
about the right pitch. 
By using 
12-foot 
timber 
and 
six 
feet 
for the ends, three 
sashes 
four 
feet wide will just cover it. After the 
irame is put on square, put in about 
six or eight inches of good garden soil. 
With this should be mixed some old 
and rotten manure, so it will not 
bake; put on the sash and examine in 
a few days as to the amount of heat. 
After the most violent heat has passed 
off, and the temperature has gone to 
about 90 degrees, then it is ready for 
planting. If radishes and lettuce are 
to be planted frequent airing on warm 
days is necessary. Tomatoes, peppers 
and egg plants need more heat. Cab­ 
bage needs about the same treatment 
as lettuce. Watering must be attend­ 
ed to whenever the soil appears to be 
getting dry, but the most attention 
should be given to airing to prevent 
the plants from drawing up and get­ 
ting shaky 
or 
spindling. 
At the 
aproach of night, the beds must be 
covered with boards or straw, or the 
cold will penetrate through the glass 
and kill the plants. 


A N ew C lo v e r T ru th , 
There are some things, we believe, 
about clover,saysthe Homestead,that 
we have never yet published because 
we have not practically demonstrated 
their truth on our farms. 
For ex­ 
ample a farmer from northwestern 
Iowa was in the office a short time 
since complaining that although his 
clover did well on new lands for a few 
weeks, it finally died out as if starved. 
We asked him if he had any spot on 
his farm where clover succeeded and 
he replied that it had grown luxuri­ 
antly in his orchard for 10 years. We 
advised him to resow Lis field next 
March as soon as the ground was dry, 
plow up a corner of his orchard, har­ 
row it fine and sow part of his field 
with this fine dirt as if he was sowing 
it to oats, but to do this purely as an 
experiment. Wedid not know then that 
this had ever been tried, but inferred 
it from some European experiments. 
Since that we find that the question 
of sowing the microbe haw been made 
tlie subject ol exhaustive experiments 
in Germany, and with the most com­ 
plete success. 
It has been there de­ 
monstrated that while clover will 
grow without the microbe it will grow 
only on lands that have greot sui>er- 
abundance of nitrogen; that under 
these circumstances it will not form 
tubercles on the roots, while it will 
grow equally well on poor land, pro­ 
vided the microbe is sown either with 
clover sod or witn water that has been 
through clover soil. 
If, however, the 
water is cold it will not grow. Sup­ 
pose we had made this statement a 
year ago, it would have been consid­ 
ered, by sensible farmers, as cranky 
to an extreme, and yet it would have 
only stated what is now a demonstra­ 
ted scientific act.

A v o id in g P o t a t o S cab . 
After a series of experiments, Prof. 
Bolley of the North Dakota station 
comes to the conclusion that he can 
avoid the production of scabby pota­ 
toes if he cannot entirely eradicate 
the disease. He finds no substantial 
evidence that any soil of whatsoever 
kind can in itself give origin to the 
disease. 
But the disease germ can 
and does remain in the ground from 
crop to crop for at least four years. 
Scabby or disease bearing seed tubers 
can and will under ordinary circum­ 
stances produce a diseased crop. But 
by soaking the seed tubers before 
planting in chemical solutionsenabled 
him to raise an undiseased product 
from the scabbiest of seed where the 
ground was known to be free from 
the disease. Seed tubers free from 
the disease germs will in any soil, 
clay, 
sand or muck raise an undis- 
eased produce, provided only that the 
soils themselves are free of the dis­ 
ease. 
____ 
W a rts o n H o rs e s . 
Warts on horses maybe removed in 
various ways, the method chosen de­ 
pends upon the size, form and situ­ 
ation of the wart. Small warts, or 
those with a well marked neck, are 
most easily removed with the scissors, 
and 
the 
cut surface 
should 
be 
thoroughly cauterized with lunarcaus- 
tic, sulphate of copper or zinc (one 
part of the sulphate to four parts ol 
lard) 
or 
other 
caustic. Another 
method is to tie a strong linen thread 
or small cord lightly around the neck 
of the wart, close to the skin, and 
tighten the cord daily till the wart 
drops off. 
Burning off with the hot 
iron is also very 
effectual. Flat 
warts, or those that can not be easily 
removed by a simpler method, may 
be gradually eaten out or killed with 
strong caustics. 
If near the eyes, use 
nitrate of silver, 
or 
other 
stick 
caustics. 
In other situations, a more 
powerful caustic 
may be used, as 
nitric or nitro-muriatic 
acid —New 
Orleans New Delta. 


T e s tin g C r a s s a n d C lo v er S ee d , 


It is well to test grass and clover 
petal, not only to determine if the vit­ 
ality of the seed is impaired, but also 
to ascertain if it is adulterated with 
seeds of weeds or noxious grasses. 
Testing should never be neglected, for 
it is the seed not suspected that does 
the harm. 
Select a number of seeds 
large enough to make the test a test 
—at 
least 
100. 
Count 
carefully. 
Place the seeds between woolen cloths 
moistened with tepid water. The cloths 
should lie boiled after they are used, 
and the plate or pan in which they 
are laid should be 
scalded to avoid 
the growth of fungi or mould. 
For 
the same reason, only recently boiled 
water should be used for moistening 
the 
cloths. At least 
two dotlis 
should be laid upon the plate. 
Then 
the seed is distributed over them, and 
covered with another cloth. If the 
reader can cover the plate with glass, 
he should do so. as this will retard 
evaporation and protect the cloths 
from 
floating germs. 
Under these 
conditions and a temperate of 70 to 
80 degrees Fahr., good seed will ger­ 
minate within 10 days. Seeds of lit­ 
tle vitality may germinate after ten 
days, but they should not he counted 
in the test, os they would probably fail 
to germinate under field conditions 
Seeds should not be used when more 
than 10 per cent fail to germin­ 
ate, if better seed can be procured in 
time for testing and sowing.—Amer­ 
ican Agriculturist. 


T h e U se of F e rtiliz e rs. 
Il a proper rotation is pursued or­ 
dinary farm crops’ can be grown in- 
definitel}’ where only mineral ferti­ 
lizers, chiefly phosphate, are applied 
directly to the soil. This rotation in­ 
cludes frequent applications of clover 
as green manure. 
It has been tried 
on land rich in mineral plant food for 
many years without decreasing the 
crop of grain. 
It would not do for 
growing corn, 
potatoes or garden 
vegetables. 
In all 
of these 
clover 
alone is too siow a manure, but for 
wheat on land rich in phosphate the 
biennial clover crop has been found 
sufficient. 
But for the great majority of farm­ 
ers speculations as to what can be 
done with mineral manures alone 
have no practical value. 
T h e y are 
more expensive than tiie supplies of 
nitrogen and mineral matter that can 
be made by careful feeding of the best 
stock. 
It behooves every farmer to 
make accurate experiments so as to 
determine the cost of his stable ma­ 
nure, and if it costs more than min­ 
eral fertilizers to either change his 
stock or place more reliance on ferti­ 
lizers with clover. 


A C alf F e e d in g E x p e rim e n t. 
An experiment at the Iowa Experi­ 
ment Station indicated that 
A ration of skim milk and ground 
flax seed compare^ favorably with a 
new milk ration for young calves. 
The larger gain came from the whole 
milk but a part of it was partly due 
to the individuality of the calves and 
good results and a thrifty growth 
were made on skim milk and ground 
llax seed. 
The skim milk calves were interrupt­ 
ed less in their growth by weaning 
than the whole milk calves. 
A saving in value of butter fat alone 
of $1.11 per month on each Calf was 
effected by substituting the ground 
flaxseed. 
The cost of producing a 
pound of gain (estimating new milk at

M o n e y in C e lery . 
An acre of celery which netted the 
owner $2,084,44 is reported in Farm 
and Home. This was grown by Rob­ 
ert Niven, of Provideneecounty, R. I., 
and was of the Golden Self Blanching, 
White Plume and New Rose varieties. 
The ground was ploughed up and 
made thoroughly smooth with a hand- 
rake, with Stcx kbridge’s celery man­ 
ure at the rate of 1,800 pounds per 
acre, 
thoroughly rakad 
in. 
The 
ground was then rolled and marked 
our, the plants being 
set in rows 
seven inches apart, and seven in the 
rows. After these plants were fairly 
well grown, the celery manure was 
again applied at the rate of two tons 
per acre on the surface. The field was 
cultivated with a hand wheel hoe three 
times. These plants were set so close­ 
ly together that tlie self blanching 
kinds blanched themselves. 
About 
100,000 plants were taken off. 


C o rn F o d d er. 
We cut our corn fodder and find by 
so doing that it makes an excellent 
ration for dairy cows, says a writer 
in the National Stockman. We cure 
in the field. 
When dry it should be 
carefully housed. The old method of 
inviting dairy cows to dine on mud, 
snow and water with a little sprinkling 
of corn fodder, well tramped down and 
thoroughly mixed, is an insult to the 
brute creation. In cutting our fodder 
we usually use steam power. 
We have 
frequently cut by band when steam 
has not been available, and we think 
it pays. It has been our practice to 
cut our feed for the past seven years, 
and we have reason to know that we 
save from one-third to one-half our 
feed. Feed is embodied cash and it is 
a farmer’s mission to "grind it out.” 


H ow to M a k e L a m b s G row . 
Ground oats, placed in a pen where 
the Iambs can feed at a trough which 
the sheep cannot reach, with a liberal 
supply of milk from the ewes, will 
make lambs grow rapidly, and if they 
gain as they should they will reach 
the market a month sooner than if 
they depended on the ewes alone, and 
as this gain in time ia an important 
point to keep in view for the high 
prices, every inducement should be 
made to keep the lambs feeding and 
growing, but the gain will not be rapid 
unless tiie lambs are well bred, nor 
will grades equal the pure breeds. The 
heaviest grades made have been with 
Oxfords and Shropshires. The main 
point to observe with the ewe is that 
of providing plenty of milk for her 
lamb.—Home .and Farm. 


F a rm H in ts, 
Reports of accounts kept with hens 
show that from 10 to 12 dozen eggs 
per annum is about the limit of alien. 
The age of sheep can be cold by its 
teeth. At one year it has two large 
teeth in the center of the jaw, and two 
more appear each year until 
the 
animal is five years old. 
After this 
t he age of the sheep cannot be definite­ 
ly decided. 
If the sheep appear to have taken 
cold ana run at the nose, separate 
them from the others, 
give them 
warmer quarters, warm clean 
and 
well ventilated, and a warm bran 
mash daily and they will soon forget 
the catarrh. 
A noted potato grower of Chippe­ 
wa county, Wis., says he can raise po­ 
tatoes at a cost of six cents a bushel. 
Another man whose crops were dou­ 
ble, raised them at a cost of 13 cents 
a bushel, growing 400 bushels on an 
acre, at a profit of $100 per acre.

showed that the larger grains of 
wheat, obtained by sifting, sprouted 
sooner, grew more rapidly, made more 
straw, and on average 10 bushels of 
grain per acie, than did the email 
seeds sifted out from the same lot. 
The wheat was also much heavier to 
the bushel and made a better flour.

A Pickle Factory. 
We have had the matter of agitating 
the starting of an institution for the 
manufacture of pickles, brought to our 
notice during the past week aud it 
looks like a very feasible project. 
There is no country where the soil and 
climate is better adapted for raising 
cucumbers and all kinds of vegetables 
that are worked up into this commod­ 
ity, and the fact that there is a ready 
market is attested to by Mr. G. L. 
Hardy, of Gull River, who operates an 
institution of this kind on a small 
scale. 
Mr. Hardy puts up chow chow, 
horse radish, cucumber and tomato 
pickles, and during the past season he 
was unable to fill one-tenth part of his 
orders which came to him without 
solicitation. 
His cucumber crop last 
year was 15,000 bushels, and he in­ 
forms us that a factory well estab­ 
lished would be able to do ao immense 
business. 
Besides being a good thing 
as an investment it would furnish em­ 
ployment for hundreds of hands dur­ 
ing the picking season, and the farm 
ers would reap a benefit by raising 
the garden stuff, in fact if there was 
a market for cucumbers in this city 
and the farmers ceuld contract for 
from two to five acres each it would 
be the best crop that ceuld be raised. 
The project is well worth considera­ 
tion.
